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Remarks on Regulating Prostitution

Making the Moral: Regulat- 
ing Prostitution was the title of a 
guest lecture last Thursday afternoon 
by Dr. Deborah R. Brock, sociology 
professor at Brock University. Brock 
was promoting her new book Making 
Work, Making Trouble: Prostitution 
as a Social Problem. 

After an introduction by Lau- 
rentian sociology professor, Gary 
Kinsman, to whom Dr. Brock con- 
sidered she owed "a considerable 
debt", Brock gave a brief explanation 
for her involvement in prostitutes' 
rights. 

Brock recalled that growing 
up in a rural community in the 1 970s,' 
she recognized few prostitutes who 
fit the traditional depiction of prosti- 
tution. In particular, there were con- 
tradictions of feminist analyses that 
portrayed prostitutes as victims. 

Based on her interactions with 
prostitutes. Brock concluded that 
many prostitutes see themselves as 
workers. Brock then compared her 
salary when she was a chambermaid 
($3.50 per half-hour) to that of a 
prostitute ($ 1 00.00 per half-hour) and 
asked, "Who is really being ex- 
ploited?" 



Brock argued that the 
criminalization of prostitution placed 
prostitutes at a greater risk, as they 
were forced to work underground; 
this shift led to the isolation of pros- 
titutes from each other and the com- 
munity. 

In 1 978 , after a Supreme Court 
of Canada decision that was consid- 
ered lenient towards prostitutes, a 
public outcry began to rectify what 
was described as a "national, social 
problem". Economic downturns and 
retrospect of the sexual revolution 
that made many considered went too 
far, led to prominent conservative 
sentiments to crackdown on prostitu- 
tion. 

In 1 985, legislation was intro- 
duced to facilitate charges against 
prostitutes. These laws led to in- 
creased violence against alienated 
prostitutes, who were considered "dis- 
posable, deserving abuse". "John 
Schools", established to educate the 
clients of prostitutes were equally 
ineffective, giving too much focus to 
immigrant men. 

Brock also drew a parallel 
between the 1985 legislation and the 
recent Safe Street Crime Act ( 1 999), 
which the Ontario government intro- 
duced. The new law targets "unruly 



populations'", without specifically 
naming those groups. As well, it uses 
symbols to represent groups of peo- 
ple (ie. condoms and prostitutes). 

The 1999 statute, and the one 
implemented in 1985, both attempt 
to control prostitution in a moral view, 
though avoiding moral references and 
terms. They ignore the socio-eco- 
nomic contexts and causes of prosti- 
tution in their efforts to bring about 
social change. 

Brock's lecture on prostitu- 
tion received considerable feedback 
- so much that she was forced to 
answer questions after the scheduled 
time slot ended. One of the questions 
asked during the allotted time con- 
cerned the relationship between pros- 
titution and pornography, as well as 
prostitution and public health. 

Brock responded by stating 
that pornography is one of the few 
areas in which women are paid more 
than men; she added that both por- 
nography and prostitution tend to shift 
as focus over time. Brock also pointed 
out that teenagers are more likely to 
transmit diseases than prostitutes be- 
cause prostitutes do not "trust" their 
clients. As well, she noted that assist- 
ance to prostitutes from public health 
is not always effective. 
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Another question posed to 
Brock was multifaceted, criticizing 
the theory of prostitute agency and 
pimping, among others. Brock ar- 
gued that the decriminalization of 
prostitution is empowering for pros- 
titutes, enabling them more autonomy 
in their work. She also remarked that 
pimps are often treated as scapegoats 
by society, shifting the focus away 
from unemployment and limited so- 
cial assistance in the determination 
of the cause of prostitution. 

Time restraints prevented 
many other questions from being 
asked at that time, forcing Brock's 
lecture to come to a tentative close, 



until it reconvened after class. Brock's 
visit was supported by Laurentian 
University ' s Dean of Social Sciences 
and Humanities, the Department of 
Sociology, the School of Social Work, 
and Thornloe University Women's 
Studies Program. 

Dr. Deborah Brock has writ- 
ten several articles on the social and 
political elements of prostitution. She 
is currently working on a book that 
outlines the history of the "prosti- 
tutes' rights movement" in Canada, 
which is co-authored by Valerie Scott 
of the Canadian Organization for the 
Rights of Prostitutes.

To commemorate the loss of 
famous Canadian gay-rights activist 
James Egan ( 1 930-2000), Pride® LU 
and the History Society hosted a view- 
ing of the video "Jim Loves Jack: The 
James Egan Story". The event took 
place Monday, March 27 at noon in 
the TV Lounge. 

The video began with a brief 
overview of Jim's reputation as a gay 
activist, crediting him for breaking 
the "conspiracy of silence" surround- 
ing homosexuality in Canada. Then, 
the film started its biography of James 
Egan. 

Egan confessed that he was 
thirteen when he began his "sexual 
adventures" with other boys, but at 
the time there was little publicity of 
homosexuality and he was unable to 
identify his sexual orientation. When 
he eventually reached the point of 
sexual consciousness, he declared 
"Gay is great." 

In 1 948, Jim met Jack Nesbit. 
Although he remarked that it was not 
"love at first sight", he acknowledged 
that eventually "it grew". Both men 
wanted a committed relationship and 
they admitted that they shared few 
other interests (aside from a few Chi- 
huahuas). 

Jim maintained that his rela- 
tionship with Jack was different from 
heterosexual marriages. Yet, the film 
depicted Jim as an independent, ac- 
tive personality and Jack as his de- 
pendent, passive counterpart. Jim also 
confessed that he was "protective and 
Jack liked being protected". 

After the description of Jim 
and Jack's relationship, the video 
focused attention on Jim's activism. 
It began by describing Toronto of the 
1950s and 1960s. At the time, tab- 
loids known as "scandal sheets" re- 
ported homosexual activities of local 
men. Those named by the sheets were 
commonly arrested for "gross inde- 
cency". These arrests often ruined 
the lives of the accused, even before 
convictions were made. 

It was in this environment that 
James Egan began his life of activism 
by writing letters to editors of local 
newspapers, dispelling public per- 
ceptions of homosexuals and request- 
ing appeals to intrusive laws. Egan 
also assisted Maclean's editor Syd- 
ney Katz write his article "The Ho- 
mosexual Next Door". 

By 1964, intrusions into Jim's 
personal life made Jack feel uncom- 
fortable and the couple retired to Brit- 



ish Columbia. Three years later. Prime 
Minister Pierre Elliot Traudeau gave 
his famous speech about the state not 
having any business in the "bed- 
rooms" of private citizens. 

In 1995, after experiencing a 
sense of isolation from the Toronto 
gay and lesbian movements that took 
place over the past thirty years, Jim 
Egan returned to the spotlight. Then 
65, Jim applied for spousal benefits 
for Jack. As well, he wanted a premise 
on which to launch a constitutional 
challenge against the law that denied 
spousal benefits to homosexuals. 

The challenge sparked con- 
siderable debate in the country. No- 
tably, numerous MPs presented peti- 
tions to Parliament, insisting that 
changes to present laws determining 
benefits be denied. Jim took all the 
attention in stride. When photogra- 
phers prepared to capture him on 
film, he replied, "I'm ready for my 
close-up Mr. DeMille." 

Behind the jovial facade, Jim 
was adamant that the law was unjust. 
He argued that procreation was not a 
necessary part of a definition of a 
family, pointing to the examples of 
the relationships of elderly and infer- 
tile couples. When the Supreme Court 
of Canada ruled five to four against 
Jim, he was extremely disappointed. 

But the challenge was not a 
complete loss as Jim gained new re- 
spect in the gay community. He re- 
joiced in his honour at the Lambda 
Foundation for Justice, referring to it 
as a "validation by peers". Jim also 
remained confident that the "Cana- 
dian conscience would rise", enhanc- 
ing values of freedom, justice, and 
human rights. The video ended with 
this optimism. 

Like any biography, the film 
gave a particular perspective to Jim 
Egan's life. Clearly, it was intended 
to make its audience aware of Jim's 
life and struggle; as well it was ex- 
pected to promote and support the 
gay rights movement. The small au- 
dience that viewed the film seemed 
to express feelings of sympathy for 
Jim and Jack after the picture. 

The biography's narrow fo- 
cus omitted several other aspects of 
James Egan s life. These "gaps" were 
filled through commentaries and 
books after and before the video. In 
this process it was revealed that Jim 
was also a municipal councilor and 
environmentalist, though best known 
for his gay-rights activism.

With the recent opening of the 
Famous Players Silver City, every 
theatre in competition has closed it's 
doors, failing to meet the high-tech 
needs of the movie going audience. 
With only one theatre to choose from, 
Famous Players holds a monopoly on 
our movie going needs. That was, of 
course, until BryDarCorp. announced 
this past week that they will purchase 
and renovate the old Odoen Theatre 
into an adult theme movie house and 
club. 

The theatre will no longer be 
known as The Odoen as BryDar has 
renamed the innovative adult club 
CineTetish. According to company 
spokesman Neil Forseks, "Sudbury 
has such a rich and diverse down- 
town core, but something has always 
been missing. The adult stores are 
always way out on the outskirts of 
town and all the clubs are geared 
towards the young crowd. What Sud- 
bury needs is a good old fashioned 
fetish club." 

According to Mr. Forseks, the 
downstairs theatre will be completely 
renovated into a club/bar atmosphere. 
There will be go-gocages, S&M para- 
phernalia all over the walls, and four 
private rooms that can be rented, or 
booked if you purchase a CineTetish 
year pass. 

The upstairs theatre will be 
split into two theatres that will show 
adult movies 24 hours a day. There 
will also be a bar in the upstairs area 
as the viewers won't have to go far 
for a drink. 

"The Odoen is perfect for us," 
explained Mr. Forseks. "It is already 
dark and dismal, all we had to do was 
add a little perversion and excitement 
to it. If you thought the Grand Thea- 
tre was a big improvement fordown- 
town.justwaituntil CineFetish opens! 
It is going to be HUGE!" 

When talks of opening an adult 
club/theatre in the downtown core 
first came up there were a lot of 
hesitant people. One problem that 
came up was that the Days Inn across 
the street was being turned into a 




retirement centre and for it to be 
across from an adult club seemed 
wrong. Many people voiced their 
opinions about this, but when future 
residents were polled as to their re- 
sponses to CineFetish opening across 
the street, 69% were glad because as 
one man stated, "It will give us old 
people something to do during the 
evening." 

CineFetish, with all it's con- 
troversy will bring at least 80 jobs to 
the Sudbury community. From bar- 
tenders and waitresses to film staff 
and clean up crews, CineFetish will 
help the economy at the same time it 
loosens Sudbury's inhibitions. 

"We intend to run a respect- 
able club here in Sudbury," explained 
Mr. Forseks. "If you just want to 



hang out and have a few drinks with 
people bound in leather and chains, 
or you just want some fat, hairy guy 
to slap your ass and call you mommy, 
this is the place for you. Anything 
goes at CineTetish!" 

Although many people will 
be opposed to the opening of the 
theatre, in the long run it is going to 
help arouse the downtown core and 
bring life to a very flaccid economy. 
CineFetish will open officially on 
April 31, 2000, but there will be an 
advance party on a date to be deter- 
mined soon. There will be a cover 
charge, but for the first month of 
operation CineFetish will accept 
canned good donations with all food 
going to the Laurentian SAG Food 
Bank. 



The Beauties of Capitalism

The Beauties of Capitalism" 
was the name of the lecture given on 
campus last week by Dr. David Ava- 
rice of the University of El Dorado in 
the United States. The lecture was 
controversial considering presenta- 
tions made earlier in the school year 
that denounced globalization and 
monopolies. 

Dr. Avarice developed a revo- 
lutionary approach to studying con- 
temporary society, one that he de- 
scribed as "non critical". Instead of 
scrutinizing institutions, policies, and 
behaviours of the past and present, 
Dr. Avarice proposes an acceptance 
of the present living conditions as 
ideal. He suggested that criticism is 
overvalued in universities. 

From this theoretical perspec- 
tive, Dr. Avarice began to dispel the 
many myths about the dangers of 
progressive capitalism. For example, 
he flatly stated that globalization was 
a perfectly legitimate enterprise. 
"Globalization is nothing more than 
a pooling of resources," he said. 

This concept has been criti- 



cized by other academics for central- 
izing power in large companies and 
assimilating Canadian culture in an 
American giant. Dr. Avarice had pre- 
pared a response to these unsubstan- 
tiated claims. "Canada would not be 
assimilated by the United States, it 
would be assisted," he declared, 
"American companies would assist 
Canadian resources in reaching their 
full potential." 

He also addressed the con- 
cern over monopolization. He fa- 
voured monopolies on the capitalist 
principle of the one "E" (efficiency). 
Concentrating resources into one cen- 
tre was considered efficient, avoid- 
ing unnecessary dupl ications. He jok- 
ingly said, "Oringially, there were 
other 'E's, but it was more efficient to 
have one." 

Of course there's always the 
concern that concentrations of power 
in corporations could overrule legis- 
latures, but that didn't seem to bother 
Dr. Avarice. He replied, "Bureauc- 
racy only leads to unnecessary litiga- 
tion, but businesses demand effi- 
ciency." 

Another problem with mo- 



nopolies is the fact that they prevent 
competitions that make prices more 
reasonable. But Dr. Avarice main- 
tained that it was not as big a problem 
as we think. He stated, "If it's not a 
necessity, people won't buy it." 

In the university setting, Dr. 
Avarice took the time to address is- 
sues of jobs and education. He con- 
fessed that monopolies did create 
fewer jobs, "but those fewer jobs are 
better jobs." He didn't speak highly 
of student protests, seeing them as an 
unnecessary headache. Dr. Avarice 
stated, "Education is like country 
music. ..it's not for everyone." 

On that remark, Dr. Avarice 
concluded his seminar. He invited no 
questions as they would confl ict with 
his "non critical" approach. Instead, 
he invited the audience to enjoy the 
refreshments (which weren't free, of 
course) and sat down to sign his books 
"This Book is Profit", and "Me, My- 
self, and My Money". 

The number of people who 
attended the lecture was very small. 
It wasn't popular with students or 
faculty. But some government repre- 
sentatives were intrigued. 



News Briefs 



Prince Edward Island Announces Tuition Freeze 

The University of Prince Edward Island has announced that it will 
freeze its tuition fees for next year. The province appears to be following 
the lead of Newfoundland, British Columbia, and Quebec, all of which 
instituted a two-year tuition freeze. The freeze shows that the UPEI 
recognizes that continued tuition fee increases hurt access," said B. J. 
McCarville, Canadian Federation of Students Representative from Prince 
Edward Island. McCarville added, " This is a good first step in dealing 
with the skyrocketing fees of the last ten years." 

Michael Conlon, National Chairperson of the CFS emphasized 
McCarville's sentiments. He stated, "This announcement is welcome 
relief from a decade of tuition fee increases." 

Ontario Announces Tuition Fees 

The Ontario government has recently announced its intention to 
increase tuition fees across the province by 7% in what has been described 
as a "UST (Undergraduate Services Tax)". The funds collected by the tax 
will be directed towards paying the costs of serving undergraduates in 
Ontario universities, costs presently absorbed by the province. 

Michael Colon, National Chairperson of the Canadian Associa- 
tion of Students was outraged by the move. He stated, "Tuition fees in 
Ontario have increased by 90% in the last ten years. Student debt loads 
have almost tripled in the same time as a result of rising education costs." 

Colon demanded that the Ontario government learn from the 
example of PEI, which announced its intention to implement a tuition 
freeze. The Premier responded to the challenge by stating, "Tuition 
freeze? We thought they said tuition fees. n

Last weekend, Laurentian University honoured Benny Dupe, the 
first Laurentian mascot In 1965, Dupe attended a basketball game and 
was disappointed in the lack of school spirit. He decided to put his 
University pack sack over his head to call attention to the team and rally 
support.

After Dupe graduated, the honorary pack sack was passed down 
to another university enthusiast, but it could not fit over his head, so a new 
mask had to be made.

Our most important energy 
source is light, and the entire spec- 
trum of colours is derived from light.

First off, NEVER research 
something like this at 1 am. Not only 
will your brain be too fuzzy and your 
eyesight too blurry to be able to read 
the text, but but you will be too tired 
to understand what the hell it means. 
Even being a science major most of 
this gibberish seems over my head, 
so essentially I'm going to attempt to 
simplify the whole matter so that 
anyone and everyone can understand 
exactly why the sky is blue most of 
the time. And if I make mistakes, 
please be sympathetic and remem- 
ber, it's 1 am. 

In our eyes we have light 
receptors that come in two forms: 
cones and rods. Rods are used for 
black and white/night vision, and 
cones for color/daylight vision. The 
cones can be further classified as 
being three types: blue, green, and 
red. Blue cones react to high fre- 
quency waves, red to low frequency 



waves, and green to medium fre- 
quency waves. Light itself is classi- 
fied as being an electromagnetic 
wave, so with this there are oscilla- 
tions. The latter are a direct relation 
to the frequency. So, depending upon 
the wavelength, different receptors 
are triggered, giving the impression 
that the sky is a particular color, be- 
ing blue. 

This does get much more com- 
plex, relating to the charge of mol- 
ecules as well as the dipole moments 
that they form. For the most part, 
molecules tend to be electrically neu- 
tral. Their electrons are negatively 
charged, and their nuclei is positively 
charged, rendering the entire mol- 
ecule neutral. When two atoms (mol- 
ecules) approach one another, there 
can be a shifting of the electrons 
predominantly to one side, leaving 
the nuclei exposed on the other side. 
When both atoms undergo this shift- 
ing, there will be an attraction formed 
between the electrons of atom A to 



the nuclei of atom B due to the nega- 
tive-positive charge attraction. There 
is no actual linking between the two 
molecules, but there is this bond 
formed, and this bond is called a 
dipole moment. 

Our atmosphere absorbs a 
moderate amount of light, but it does 
not absorb much in terms of visible 
wavelengths, and because of this there 
is scattering of the dipoles. When 
there is scattering like this, there is an 
increase in the frequency of the wave- 
lengths. So when you look up at the 
sky and see it as a blue shade, it's 
because the blue cones are being ac- 
tivated more by the high frequencies 
than the red ones are at the low fre- 
quencies. However the opposite ap- 
plies for those beautiful red sunsets 
and sunrises we see. The light in this 
case however is just being transmit- 
ted at lower frequencies instead of 
high, hence the red coloration. See, 
science isn't all that hard after all, 
now is it?

However, the fact remains 
that many people do believe in extra- 
terrestrial. Even some scientists ac- 
knowledge the fact that someday we 
could come into contact with beings 
in another part of this incredibly vast 
universe. 

Yet, some people today be- 
lieve that humans are presently being 
observed, and even abducted, by al- 
iens. Could this be true? Absolutely 
claims Michel Deschamps, 
UFOIogist. He started gathering in- 
formation about UFO and abduction 
cases nearly 1 5 years ago. One won- 
ders, what would posses someone to 
take up the study of UFO phenom- 
enon? "Basically the fact that there 
was something there that was unex- 
plained and nobody else was looking 
into it," says Deschamps. But 15 



years of ridicule and practical jokes 
will not deter Michel from his inter- 
est. What started as a hobby has 
grown into what could be considered 
a full-time job. He was recently 
appointed Provincial Section Direc- 
tor of Northern Ontario for MUFON, 
an organization that investigates re- 
ports involving unidentified objects. 
Too bad no salary comes with the 
title. 

Regardless of the number of 
reports, there will always be the 
skeptics. Reputed debunkers of UFO 
sightings have come up with many 
conjectures. Everything from hallu- 
cinations to tectonic plate movements 
have been cited as the cause of these 
sightings. When asked about the 
latter theory, Deschamps exclaimed 
"This is absolute bull. The person or 
persons that have come up with this 
theory have no idea what UFO are 
about." He himself has seen a UFO 
next to Regional Road 80 - affection- 
ately dubbed 'Radar Road'. On Oc- 
tober 9, 1990, between 8:30 and 9:05 
PM, a 40 foot craft apparently landed 
or rather hovered above the ground 
very close to the now defunct Radar 
Base. "My knees were shaking." 
Michel says. But he toughed it out, 
observing the event for the 35 min- 
utes. 

However, Deschamps is not 
the only one to have seen a UFO in 
the Sudbury region. On Tuesday, 
January 23rd, 1968, Laurentian stu- 



dents had taken a photograph of what 
is believed to be a UFO. Also, some 
people that worked at INCO in the 
late sixties could tell you stories about 
UFO sightings over the city. But 
lately, questions dealing with the cir- 
cle mystery seem popular. Over- 
night, mysterious circles appearing 
in farmers' fields. The bent crops are 
undamaged and continue to grow 
normally. According to Deschamps, 
crop circles have a link with UFO, 
but there is no proof to accompany 
the hypothesis. Nevertheless, 
Deschamps thinks that the day will 
soon arrive when humans will finally 
understand the mystery of UFO. 
Numerous daylight sightings of these 
objects flying in the sky have been 
reported in Mexico City. Around 
3000 years ago, it was predicted that 
after the sixth new sun, namely the 
1990 solar eclipse, these sightings 
would occur. Closer to home, for the 
past few weeks, a Mennonite com- 
munity, between Hunstville and 
Gravenhurst, have reported sightings 
at 2 am on a daily basis. It seems that 
the age of enlightenment is upon us. 
This may seem a little disturb- 
ing to some; others will simply scoff 
at the allegations. Regardless, the 
truth remains that something is there, 
and often it is inexplicable. To the 
uncertain I leave only these words: 
Keep looking skyward, you never 
know what you may find! 



Leading Paranormal 
Investigates Huntingtan

On March 25th, Paul 
Meldoski, Canada's leading expert 
in paranormal activity and president 
of the Canadian Ghosts And Spirits 
Patrol (C-GASP), was flown in from 
his home in Chicoutami to assess the 
sightings of a ghost in Huntingtan 
Residence. 

Bert Waterman, a resident of 
Huntingtan Residence for the past 
three years, tells of several sightings 
of this visitor from another world.

Meldoski claims that there is 
very little Huntingtan residents can 
do about her, except remember that 
no matter how they feel about it, if it 
is the spirit of Patricia King, she is 
probably more upset than the stu- 
dents. Perhaps, if the mystery behind 
her disappearance is solved, she will 
be able to leave Huntingtan and get 
some rest. Until then, Meldoski urges 
residents to not be afraid of the ghost 
and attempt to make her feel at home.
